ai’(2.C)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  m  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature
